Social  Conditions. 

The  chief  and  only  industry  of  this  district,  which 
is  nominated  a distressed  one,  is  coal.  During  the  year 
conditions  have  slowly  improved,  but  there  is  still  a large 
number  of  unemployed  and  unemployable. 

A large  number,  especially  of  the  younger  adults  of 
both  sexes,  have  emigrated  out  of  the  district  and  obtained 
employment  elsewhere.  It  seems  a pity  that  such  should 
be  the  case,  and  also  that  some  new  industry  could  not  be 
started  in  this  district. 

The  Council  and  other  Bodies  have  provided  a number 
of  open  spaces  for  recreation  in  the  district,  and  the 
Council  have  constructed  an  Open-Air  Swimming  Bath 
in  Bargoed.

[h)  Infectious  Disease. — ^There  are  no  provisions  for 
private  nursing.  All  cases  are  removed  to  Hospital. 


Hospitals  and  Clinics. 

[а)  (1)  The  Isolation  Hospital,  which  has  accommo- 
dation for  62  beds,  is  mainly  reserved  for  cases  of  Diphtheria 
Scarlet  Fever  and  Enteric  Fever.  In  addition,  cases  of 
Encephalitis  Lethargica,  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  Puer- 
peral Fever,  etc.,  can  be  accommodated.  The  Cubicle 
Block  is  proving  most  useful. 

The  appointment  of  a Sister  to  act  as  Deputy  Matron 
is,  in  my  opinion,  urgently  necessary. 

(2)  The  Small  Pox  Hospital. — This  Hospital,  capable 
of  accomniodating  36  patients,  consists  of  three  temporary 
‘huts,  and  is  situated  on  the  Gellygaer  Mountain.  This  is 
used  at  times  for  convalescent  Scarlet  Fever  cases. 

(б)  (1)  Tuberculosis. — All  cases  and  Hospital  accommo- 
dation are  under  the  control  of  the  Welsh  National 
Memorial.  It  is  a pity  more  provisions  in  Institutions  is  not 
available. 

(2)  Maternity. — At  present,  cases  of  abnormal  labour 
ma}^  be  admitted  to  the  Merthyr  Infirmary,  Cardiff  Royal 
Infirmary,  or  Llwynypia  Hospital.

Continued. 

(3)  Children. — There  is  no  Hospital  for  Children, 
they  are  admitted  usually  into  the  local  Cottage  Hospitals; 
or  the  large  general  ones. 

(4)  Orthopaedic. — Provision  is  made  for  Orthopaedic 
treatment  for  children  under  five  years  in  conjunction 
with  the  Orthopaedic  Clinics  of  the  Glamorgan  County 
Council. 

(5)  Other. — There  are  no  other  Hospitals  in  the 
District.  No  institutional  provision  is  available  for  un- 
married mothers,  illegitimate  infants,  homeless  children, 
except  in  the  Merthyr  Poor  Law  Infirmary.

As  the  number  of  stillbirths  seemed  high,  I looked 
up  my  notes  on  them  and  found  the  following  state  of 
affairs  : — 

Five  were  multiparae  ; ages  were  37,  39,  32,  33,  37, 
i.e.,  average  age,  36  years. 

Four  were  primiparae  ; ages  were  18,  22,  23,  30. 

In  detail  : — Multiparae — No.  I.  had  had  one  mis- 
carriage, one  instrumental  delivery,  two  face  presentations. 
She  was  due  to  be  confined  in  September  and  paid  only 
one  visit  to  the  clinic  in  July.  She  was  37  years  of  age 
and  had  an  eye  removed  for  tumour  two  and  a half  years 
earlier. 

No.  II.  had  had  eight  pregnancies,  four  live  children, 
then  two  prematures,  then  two  miscarriages,  i.e.,  last  four 
pregnancies  were  abortive. 
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No.  III.  had  had  six  children  in  all — two  previous 
Stillbirths  amongst  them.  She  was  due  to  be  confined  in 
May  and  paid  her  last  visit  in  March.  Cloudy  urine. 

No.  IV.  paid  one  visit  in  July  and  brought  no  specimen 
of  urine. 

No.  V.,  last  visit  in  September,  and  confined  in 
November — An  encephalic. 

No.  VI.,  woman  of  poor  physique — Spina  bifida  and 
breech. 

No.  VII.,  Trace  of  albumen.  Premature — seven  months. 

No.  VIII.  (Primip.),  last  visit,  26/4/38 — Decapitation 
on  31/5/38,  due  on  15/5/38.  Reason  for  decapitation 
unknown.  Overlarge,  overdue  baby. 

No.  IX.  (Primip.)  Last  visit,  25/4/38 — Breech,  de- 
livered on  24/6/38. 

These  notes  account  for  the  incidence  of  stillbirths, 
and  it  will  be  seen  that  most  of  them  were  unavoidable 
(monsters)  and  in  the  remaining  cases  there  was  no  attend- 
ance at  the  clinic.

Of  these  it  is  to  be  noted  that  there  Were  two  stillbirths 
and  one  macerated  ; otherwise  three  live  births.  There 
were  two  sets  Of  twins  amongst  these  births  and  one  showed 
pronounced  albuminuria  and  the  other  slight  albuminuria. 
The  infants  and  mothers  all  progressed  uneventfully.

The  attendance  at  the  birth  control  clinic  every  month 
remains  at  about  the  same  level.  On  a whole  the  advice 
and  methods  advocated  are  employed.  The  attend- 
ance at  the  gynaecology  clinic  tends  slightly  but  steadily 
to  increase. 


OBSERVATIONS  ARISING  FROM  REPORTS  ON  CLINICS 

FOR  1938. 

1.  — ^There  seems  to  be  a general  feeling  that  the  quinine 
mixture  is  of  ad^  antage  in  that  it  shortens  the  second 
stage  of  labour.  The  midwives  are  reminding  their  ex- 
pectant mothers  to  ask  for  this  mixture. 

2.  — I feel  that  where  the  mixture  is  actually  taken, 
there  is  improved  resistance  to  puerperal  disease.  The 
maternal  mortality  of  one  (this  a case  of  pneumonia)  for  the 
four  clinics  seems  to  indicate  a definite  response  to  ante- 
natal measures  and  advice  on  health  generally. 

3.  — The  Still-births,  when  enquired  into,  yield  valuable 
information.  In  only  one  instance,  an  unmarried  primi- 
paiae  did  there  seem  to  be  an  accidental  as  opposed 
to -a  possibly  unpreventable  death  of  the  infant.  Here 
again  it  would  seem  that  ante-natal  measures,  etc.  must 
account  for  some  of  the  favourable  results. 
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4. — Albuminurias. — Seem  to  have  caused  very  little 
damage.  Some  cleared  up  readily.  In  a few  instances 
which  persisted  one  suspected  that  the  protein-restricted 
diet  rules  were  not  being  observed.  On  the  other  hand  in 
most  of  the  instances  of  Still-birth,  there  was  albuminuria. 
No  cases  of  eclampsia  occurred. 

5.  Hearts. — A large  number  of  women  were  found  to 
have  transient  cardiac  murmers  of  varying  severity, 
Several  cases  of  heart  disease  were  found  to  exist,  some 
unsuspected.  Except  in  one  instance  there  was  the 
usual  history  of  Scarlet  Fever  or  Rheumatic  Fever. 
In  the  one  instance,  there  was  no  previous  history  of  in- 
fection. 

6.  Thyroids. — In  a large  proportion  of  cases,  diffused 
general  enlargements  of  the  thyroid  was  noted.  It  had  not 
been  noticed  by  the  expectant  mother,  and  one  could  not  tell 
if  it  was  transient  or  a development  of  a pre-existing 
condition. 

7.  Slight  cough  is  fairly  common  during  pregnancy. 

8.  Heartburn  is  the  most  common  complaint.  An 
enquiry  into  the  diet,  habits  and  bowel  action  of  these 
sufferers  usually  shows  marked  and  preventable  indis- 
cretions. 

9.  There  is  to  be  noted  from  the  point  of  view  of 
interest  the  preponderance  of  Male  births  over  Female  births. 
An  interesting  fact  is  the  preponderance  of  female  still-births 
over  male,  thus  maintaining  the  preponderance  in  numbers 
of  male  over  female  births.  In  one  instance  (Bargoed), 
out  of  eight  consecutive  Still-births  (1938  and  part  of  1939) 
I found  that  the  female  Still-births  were  five  and  the  male 
Still-births  were  three. 

10.  As  a result  of  attendance  at  the  clinics  there  is 
maintained,  and  sometimes  started,  a better  level  of  hygiene 
(personal)  and  health. 
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Improving  the  Ante-Natal  Service. 

The  Council  now  have  four  Ante-Natal  Clinics — ■ 
Bargoed,  held  four  times  a month  ; and  Pontlottyn  and 
Ystrad  Mynach,  and  in  addition,  a new  Ante-Natal  Clinic 
was  opened  in  Trelewis  in  March,  each  held  once  a month. 
These  Clinics  are  doing  excellent  work  and  the  condition 
of  the  prospective  mothers  has  improved  with  the  necessary 
nourishment  provided. 


Facilities  for  Adequate  Isolation  and  separate  Nursing 
of  Cases  of  Puerperal  Sepsis. 

Serious  cases  of  puerperal  sepsis  are  sent,  usually  by 
the  private  practitioner,  to  the  Gellygaer  Hospital  if  room 
is  available,  to  the  Cardiff  Royal  Infirmary  or  Merthyr 
Infirmary. 


SANITARY  CIRCUIVISTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water. — ^The  District  is  supplied  by  the  Rhymney 
Valley  Water  Board,  and  the  regular  analysis  taken  in  the 
district  shows  a uniformly  good  result. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.— A number  of  individual 
houses  are  being  connected  to  the  new  Sewers  completed 
in  1929,  but  this  should  be  speeded  up. 

Rivers  and  Streams. — No  definite  action  was  taken 
to  check  the  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams  in  the  area. 
The  control  of  the  rivers  and  streams  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
Glamorgan  County  Council. 

Closet  Accommodation. — See  Sanitary  Inspector’s 
Report , 
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Scavenging. — ^The  collection  of  refuse  in  the  district 
is  mainly  in  the  hands  of  the  Authority,  and  is  much  im- 
proved. I hope  that  the  whole  of  the  area  will  be  thus 
collected. 

Smoke  Abatement. — No  action  was  necessary  during 
the  year  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances  from  smoke  in 
the  Area. 

Bugs.— A number  of  infested  premises  have  been 
disinfested  during  the  year,  under  the  supervision  of  this 
Department,  and  advice  given  and  materials  supplied 
for  disinfestation  in  other  cases.

CONTAGIOUS  DISEASE  OF  ANIMALS  ACT. 

I beg  to  report  an  outbreak  of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease 
occurred  at  Glan-y-Nant  Smallholdings,  Pengam,  on  27th 
March,  1938,  when  a cross  bred  Sow  kept  at  the  Holdings 
and  owned  by  Mr.  Charles  Weeks,  Hanbury  Road,  Pengam, 
was  found  to  be  infected.  The  animal  was  inspected  by 
the  Officials  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
and  duly  certified. 

Restrictions  were  immediately  put  in  force  and  Farmers 
etc.,  warned  of  the  outbreak.  An  area  of  15  miles  of  the 
infected  place  was  declared  to  be  a Foot  and  Mouth  Disease 
Infected  Area.  14  Pigs  from  the  holdings  were  slaughtered 
and  one  Ram,  25  Ewes,  and  24  Lambs  from  adjoining 
premises  were  also  slaughtered. 

Restriction  notices  were  served  on  a number  of  persons 
in  close  proximity  to  the  outbreak. 


The  restrictions  were  withdrawn  on  18th  April,  1938.
